Densmore’s conclusions after his 
invesigation read like the present 
criticism of the Massachusetts 
courts, 

“The plain truth is,” declared 
Densmore, “there is nothing about 
the case to produce a feeling of 
confidence that the.dignity and the 
majesty of tke law have been up- 


held. There is nowhere anything 
even remotely resembling con- 
sistency, the effect being that of 


patchwork, of incongruous make- 
shift and often, dangerous  ex- 
pediency.” 

California Courts Stood Pat. 


Despite “be findings of Densmore 
the Californi®courts, with amaz- 
ing consistency, continued to find 
Mooney guilty, although his’ wife, 
Rena, and another codefendant, 
Israel Weinberg, were acquitted 
when they came up for trial. Ox- 
man was not used against them. 
The higher courts held that they 
could review the case only upon 
the record, and the Densmore re- 
port was not in the record. Secre- 
tary Wilson would not allow him 
to testify so long as Fickert con- 
ducted the case. 

President Wilson intervened for 
Mooney at various stages of the 
trials, on March 2, 1918; March 
$0, June 6, and finally on Nov. 29, 
when Gov. Stephens commuted the 
death sentence to life imprison- 
ment, after the United States. Su- 
preme Court had refused to review 
the case. 

The “Due Process” Clause. 

The Mooney case came to the 
highest court in the land in Octo- 
ber, 1918, on the “due process’ 
clause of the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the Constitution. This is 
the sam clause Sacco and Van- 
zetti relief upon in their appeal to 
Justice Holmes and Federal Cir- 
cuit Judge Anderson. It reads: 

‘“‘All persons born or natural- 

ized in the United States and 
subject to the jurisdiction there- 
of, are citizens of the United 
States and of the States wherein 
they reside. No State shall make 
or enforce a law which shall 
abridge the privileges or im- 
munities of citizens of the Unit- 
ed States; nor shall any State 
deprive any person of life, Iib- 
erty or property, without due 
process of law; nor deny to any 
person within its jurisdiction the 
equal protection of the laws.” 

Atting under this clause, the 
{Inited States Supreme Court has 
intervened innumerable times in 
extraordinary cases to stay execu- 
tion of sentences imposed by State 
courts. As a rule, however, the 
highest court has affirmed the de- 
cisions of the lower courts unless 
they have been guilty of gross ir- 
regularities. While such appeals 
are pending, however, the Supreme 
Court demands that the execution 
shall be stayed, regardless of the 
possible outcome of the review. 

Supreme Court's Powers. 

One of the most drastic opinions 
delivered in the Supreme Court 
was written by Justice Holmes in 
an original contempt citation 
against a Tennessee Sheriff who 
allowed a mob to lynch a Negro 
after the Court had ordered a etay 
of execution pending his appeal 
from the State courts on a petition 
for a habeas corpus writ alleging 


that his trial had. not been‘ in ‘con- 
j + 


formity with “‘due process of law.” 

The negro had been sentenced 
to death after conviction of crim- 
inal assault by a State Court. He 
applied to a Federal Circuit court | 
for release under a habeas corpus 
writ, alleging that mob violence 
had caused the State Court to dis- 
charge “due process’’. His petition 
was denied by the Circuit Court 
and he appealed to Justice Harlan 
who alhewed it and ordered all 
proceedings against the appellant 
be stayed until the case could be 
heard. The Sheriff, one Shipp, 
was notified by telegraph of Har- 
lan’s action and the evening pa- 
pers of his home town carried the 
news from Washington. Accord- 
ing to the evidence presented to 
the Supreme Court, the sheriff was 
in collusion with the mob that 
lynched the Negro that night. In 
his opinior Holmes declared that 
no person or agency could legally 
disregard a stay of execution from 
the United States Supreme Court, 
that regardless of the guilt or 
innocence of the petitioner, the 
Supreme Court was the final judge 
of what was the law. 

A Case in Point. 

This sentiment had been crys- 
talized before in a Supreme Court 
case entitle «x parte royal, 117 
U. S. 241, which said in part: 
“When a petitioner for a writ of 
habeas corp is in custody under 
process fro.r\. State Court of or- 
iginal juri.iigtion, for an alleged 
offense against the laws of that 
State, ai.d if is alleged that he is 
restrained %f his liberty in viola- 
tion of the\Constitution, a Circuit 
Court has e discretion. whether 
it will immedWately issue the writ 
and discharge him from custody 
in advance of his trial; and after 
his conviction. It has still a dis- 
cretion whether it will put the ac- 
cused to his writ of error to the 
highest sourt of the State or pro- 
ceed summarily to determine 
whether he is deprived of his 


liberty in ‘tolation of the consti- 
tution. 

Holmes “eld that no -agency 
could interfere until the Federal 


Court had acted upon the case 
once it is brought to its attention. 
Elaine (Ark.) Riot Cases. 
The leading case for juridical] in- 
tervention, and the one cited before 
Justice Holmes and Judge Ander- 
son in behalf of Sacco and Van- 
zetti, is Moore vs. Dempsey, * 261, 
U. S. 88, decided in 1923. Justice 
Holmes wrote the majority opinion, 
to which Justices McKeynolds and 
Sutherland dissented. This was 
the appeal of a Negro named 
Moore and others convicted in the 
1919 Elaine (Ark.) race riots. A 
white mob had caught Moore and 
his associates and were about to 
lynch them. The better clement 
of the community interfered and 
promised the would-be lynchers 
that if they would turn the Negroes 
over to them, they would see jus- 
tice done in a legal way, indicatfhg 
that the execution of the Negroes 
would merely be delayed. In their 
petition to the Supreme Court, the 
Negroes claimed that their original 
counsel was run out of town on 
threatened charges of barratry, 
that they had not been allowed to 
confer with counsel appointed by 
the Judge, that the trial lasted only 
three-quarters of an hour and thal 
the jury returned its verdict after 

six minutes’ deliberation.

the decisions otf the lower courts 
were affirmed. They appealed to 
the Federal District Court, but the 
Federal Judge sustained the de- 
murrer filed by the State officers. 
The Negroes appealed from this de- 
cision to the Supreme Court. 

When U. S. Courts May Intervene. 


In the decision reversing the Dis-’ 


trict Court, the Supreme Court held 
that “a trial for murder in a State 
court which is hurried to a convic- 
tion without regard to rights is 
without due process of law and ab- 
solutely void” It further laid down 
the doctrine that it was the duty 
of a Federal Court in disregard of 
the constitutional guarantees, hold- 
ing that “in the absence of suffi- 
cient corrective powers afforded by 
the State courts, when persons held 
under death sentence and alleging 
facts showing that their conviction 
resulted from such a trial, apply to 
the Federal District Court for ha- 
beas corpus, that court must find 
whether the facts so alleged are 
true and whether they can be ex- 
plained so aS to leave the State pro- 
ceeding undisturbed.” 

Judges McReynolds and Suther- 
land dissented from this opinion, 
contending that if the Negroes’ pe- 
tition were granted the court’s 
action would throw open the doors 
of the Federal judiciary to all per- 
sons convicted in the State courts. 


Ruling in Leo Frank Case. 
This was the same view taken by 
the majority in the celebrated Leo 
M. Frank case which had come to 
the Supreme Court from Georgia 
in 1915. Frank’s counsel argued 


that mob domination was so strong | 
‘in the trial court that they were 


warned that neither they nor the 
accused had better be in the court 
room when the verdict was re- 
turned. The threat, according to 
their arguments, was that if the 
jury was hung or acquitted Frank, 
the spectators would injure them. 
They absented themselves from the 
court room when the verdict was 
returned. In their petition to the 
Supreme Court they contended that 
this action revealed disregard of 
due process. The court denied their 
petition. But Justices Holmes and 
Hughes dissented from the major- 
ity opinion. | 
Some Specific Instances. 

Supreme Court records abound in 
instances in which the Federal 
courts have intervened in State 
criminal] cases. In a great majority 
of these cases, the court has 
affirmed the decisions of the lower 
courts. Appended, however, are @ 
few of the leading cases: 

Hopt vs. Utah, 104 U. 8S. 631, 
110 U. S. §74.—Defendant was 
convicted of murder. Case came 
to U. S. Supreme Court on writ 
of error. Judgment reversed and 
new trial ordered on ground that 
presiding Judge had committed 
error in certain instructions to 
jury. Defendant again convicted 
at second trial. Case came again 
to Supreme Court on writ of er- 
ror. Judgment again reversed on 
ground that a number of irregu- 
larities occurred at second trial. 

Virginia vs. Rives 100 U. S. 313 
—-defentiiants were convicted of 
murder, after unsuccessfully ap- 
plying for removal of action to 
Federal Court. On retrial in 
State court, one defendant was 
again convictéd; as to the other, 
the jury disagreed. U..S. Circuit 
Court issued writ of habeas cor- 
pus, and defendants were deliv- 
ered to custody of U. S. Marshal. 
State applied to U. S. Supreme 
Court for mandamus of Federal 
Judge to redeliver defendants to 
State authorities. Writ awarded 
on ground that there was no 
adequate basis for habeas corpus 
proceeding. 

Ward vs. Maryland 12 Wall 
418—Defendant convicted of 
trading without a license, in vio- 
lation of State law. Case came 
to U. S&S. Supreme Court on writ 
of error. Ju '\ent réversed on 
ground that lu:. in question con- 
stituted an unconstitutional dis- 
crimination against nonresidents. 

Missouri Murder Appeal.

Federal Appeal Looked For.

shou'd the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court refuse petitions for a writ of 
error, were found in Hill’s inquiry 
today at the Federal Court offices 
as to the procedure for filing a pe- 
tition for a writ of certiorari. 

Hill obtained forms for the petl- 
tion and indicated that, should he 
proceed with them, the first move 
would be to go before Justice Oli- 
ver Wendell Holmes at his home in 
Beverly, Mass. Justice Holmes de- 
clined last week to entertain a pe- 
tition for a writ of habeas corpus. 

The effect of a writ of certiorari, 
should it be granted, would be to 
take the entire record of the Sacco- 
Vanzetti case before the United 
States Supreme Court.

In his appeal before the State 
Supreme Court yesterday, Hill said: 
Honor of State at Stake. 

“There is something more im- 
portant than life and death, and 
that something is the honor of our 
commonwealth. It is not only 
Sacco and Vanzetti who are on trial 
here. It is each of us who is en- 
gaged about the case. It is the 
bench and bar of Massachusetts. 
It is our entire system of criminal 
law. 

“It is for us to prove that that 
system is worthy of the great tra- 
ditions of our commonwealth, that 
in our hands no man, no matter 
how hostile to our institutions he 
may be, no matter how little we 
sympathize with his political, his 
social or his economic views, no 
matter how we may have been 
shocked by his conduct or out- 
raged by his mad and senseless 
clamor, and insane violence of 
some of his friends—that no man 
need fear that under our Constitu- 
tion and our laws he does not get 
justice.” 

‘“T know that there has been a

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The 
people of the Philippine Islands 
were described as “generally pros- 
perous and contented, and more 
than ever appreciative of American 
sovereignty” in the annual report 
of the late Governor-Genera) 
Leonard Wood made public yester- 
day by the War Department. 

Drafted by the Governor before 
he departeg from the islapds for 
what proved to be his last trip 
home, the report said a “lament- 
able lack of interest’ in the eco- 


pelago still continued and that un- 
due emphasis was being placed 


“upon the importance of mere po- 
litical activity largely serving im- 
mediate personal ambitions.” 

While General Emilio Aguinaldo 
and a number of other prominent 
Filipinos support the administration 
openly and have done much to 
counteract policies of those advo- 
cating anti-Americanism, the report 
added that “certain political lead- 
ers continued to stir up opposi- 
tion.”’ 

Agitation by Politicians, 

It said that although the “cry 
that the administration is curtail- 
ing local autonomy” was losing 
much of its potency, that as long 
as it continued ambitious political 
leaders would use it to promote 
personal and party needs. 

“The year 1926 saw the effective 
use Of it for perpetuation of con- 
trol of the dominant political party 
and leader,” the report continued. 
“At the beginning of the year there 
was formed the so-called supreme 
national council. The dominant 
purpose of this combination was 
to preserve existing political lead; 
ership by placing in the hands of 
those ten men the direct control 
of all political matters. It was not 
a move toward representative gov- 
jernment and the building up of 
well balanced political parties.’’ 
In Excellent Financial Condition. 

The late Governor-General said 
insular finances were in ‘“‘excellent’’ 
condition; that crop prospects were 
favorable with the exception of 
sugar; but that extension of edu- 
cation, public health, communica- 
tions and public works depended 
upon ecohomic progress. 

“Without placing an undue bur- 
den upon existing taxable values 
and burdening business activities,” 
the report said, “the present in- 
come of the Government cannot be 
materially increased, unless larger 
taxable values are created and 
business is extended by the en- 
couragement of the investment of 
capital, both local and outside.”

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TO CURB LIQUOR SMUGGLING 


Petition Declares Illicit Traffic Can 
Only Be Stopped Through 
International Measures.

GENEVA, Aug. 17.—Internation- 
al measures to prevent liquor smug- / 
gling &nder the auspices of the\ 
League of Nations will be consid- 
ered by the League Assembly as 
the result of a petition received 
by the Secretariat. 

This document, signed by Foreign 
Ministers Benes of Czecho-Slovakia, 
Zaleski of Poland, Lofgren of Swe- 
den, Voionmaa of Finland, Vander- 
velde of Belgium and Moltusen of 
Denmark, says: 

“Many states have been obliged 
in recent years to take energetic 
steps to prevent smuggling of alco- 
hol across their frontiers, especially 
sea coasts. The illicit traffic is 
international and cannot effective- 
ly be suppressed except through in- 
ternational measures.” 

It points to the anti-smuggling 
treaties between the United States 
and Baltic countries and urges a 
general international convention 
under the auspices of the League 
to consider prohibition. The for- 
eign ministers point out that the 
Mandates Commission, the Child 
Welfare Committee and other 
Leagte organizations already are 
studying the question, so it is with- 
in the League’s province. 

An advisory committee on alco- 
holism, appointed by the League 
Council is proposed to carry on 
the investigation. Foreign Ministers 
Benes, Vandervelde and Moltusen 
explain they have added their sig- 
natures because they “desire to 
join the action already taken by 
certain states to combat alcoholism 
and because they are convinced 
such action cannot be really ef- 
fective unless developed on the 
widest possible basis.” 

France and Italy, it is learned, 
will lead the fight against favor- 
able action on the petition in the 
assembly. 


FRANCE AND GERMANY SIGN 
NEW TREATY ON TARIFF RATES 


Both Nations Win Concessions on 
Shipments After Three Years’ 
Negotiations. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Aug. 17.—France and 
Germany placed their signatures 
today on a commercial treaty 
based largely on most-favored na- 
tional tariffs, after three years of 
frequently interrupted  negotia- 
tions. It is a complex arrange- 


ment of several thousand clauses, 
effective Sept. 6. 

By the treaty France will get 
better terms on agricultural prod- 
ucts, textiles, .shoes, machinery, 
toilet articles and porcelain, while 
G any will benefit on cheml- 
cals, machinery, electrical goods, 
cement and ieather work. Most 
favored nation treatment will be 
applied for both sides by Dec. 15, 
1928, at the latest. 

France won the long-contested 
right to export a limited amount 
of wines to Germany on favorable 
terms, while Germany exacted 
numerous concessions, many of 
which are not connected with the 
tariff.

grave administration retained of- 
fice and weathered its first ser- 
ious Parliamentary crisis by the 


closest margin possible. The vote 
of censure moved by the Labor 
Party’s leader, Thomas Johnson, 
and supported by Eamon de Val- 
era’s Republicans, who have just 

ken their seats in the Dail, re- 
sulted today in a 71 to 71 tie. The 
speaker, Prof. Michael Hayes, 
thereupon cast the deciding voie 
in favor of the Government. 

The result was entirely unex- 
pected, for De Valera’s Fianna 
Fail, the Laborites and Capt. Red- 
mond’s eight Nationalists were all 
known to be opposed to Cosgrave. 
But the absence of one of Capt. 
Redmond’s men turned a prob- 
able majority of one against the 
Government into a tie. 

After the vote was announced, 
Pairliament was adjourned until 
Oct. 13. The future is believed 
to hirige on the results of two by- 
elections which will be held in 
Dublin constituencies. 

Result of These Elections. 

If the Government should win 
both of them, Cosgrave will prob- 
ably retain office. Should they 
be divided or against him, it is 
supposed he would consider a ma- 
jority based on the speaker's vote 
too precarious and order a new 
general election in the autumn. 

The debate was featured by the 
speeches of all leaders, except De 
Valera. The close of the speak- 
ing was dramatic, for Cosgrave 
made reference to the assassina- 
tion of his Minister of Justice, 
Kevin O'Higgins, declaring: “How 
do the assassins feel today? How 
have they felt during the past few 
days? Will they feel easier, if 
this motion is passed?” 

Johnson, who started the verbal 
fireworks, attacked. the Govern- 
ment as having lled to give 
Ireland the period of peace which 
she needed 80 badly for reconatruc- 
tion. The Cosgrave administration, 
he declared, had done little for 
the workers, had done nothing to 
aid unemployment and had only 
increased the counrty’s distrust by 
the new electoral requirement that 
candidates must agree to take the 
oath of allegiance and by the new 
public safety bill resulting from 
the O'Higgins murder. 

Because of the bitterness be- 
tween the Government men and 
the Fianna Fail, it would be best 
to have a cabinet pledged to 
neither, Johnson sald, and Labor 
offered such a cabinet. 

Coagrave Makes Reply. 

Cosgrave in replying, declared 
that, despite Johnson's stress of 
the economic fallures of the Gov- 
ernment. his no-confidence mo- 
tlon was motivated purely by poll- 
tics, When he asserted that only 
one armed force could be main- 
tained in Ireland, even Laborites 
joined in the cheering. 

Patrick Baxter, leader of the 
Farmers, who supported the Gov- 
ernment, suggested a coalition of 
the Cosgrave and De Valera forces, 
but there is little chance, & is 
felt, that that will happen. 

Redmond, in announcing his op- 
position to the Government, pointed 
out that the administration party 
had once been in rebellion with De 
Valera and ought to be willing to 
see the Fianna Fall cease from 
its rebellion and take over the 
Government. 

The only statement from the De 

Valera faction was a brief an- 
nouncement from Deputy O’Kelly 
that the Republicans would vote 
against the Government. 
When the vote was taken it 
showed that Johnson had the back- 
ing of his 21 Laborites, De Valera’s 
43, six of Redmond’s men and ene 
Independent.

RATE CUT ON COAL SHIPMENT

Reduction of 20 Cents.a Ton Or- 
dered by I. OC.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—A 
proposed cut of 20 cents a ton, ad- 
vanced by the railroads to the 
Great Lakes from the West Vir- 
ginia, Tennessee, Kentucky and 
Virginia coal fields, was ordered 
suspended until March 28 next by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion yesterday, with hearings sche- 
duled to take place in the mean- 
while. The carriers, which includ- 
ed t'e Norfolk & Western, .the 
Chesapeake & Ohio and the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroads, had in- 
tended that the reduction become 
effective Aug. 28. 

The rate cut sought to equalize 
shipping prices from southern and 
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[northern operators were successful 

in obtaining a 20 cent reduction, ef- 

fective Aug. 10, the commission 

holding that a similar cut in rates 

a. the south would not be justi- 
ed, 

Southern operators, nevertheless, 
sought a reduction and after con- 
ferences with railroads executives, 
the proposed cut was announced, 
meeting’ vigorous protest from the 
northern fields.

Dr. Brown praised England, Bel- 
gium and Italy for their open- 
mindedness in approaching the debt 
discussion and made it clear that, 
because of their attitude, the United 
States was moved to hold down 
their debts to us by approximately 
50 per cent. 

“We lent Great Britain $4,711,- 
181,915,” he said, “and we reduced 
this obligation in the debt funding 
settlement by $1,414,233,915,-or 17 
per cent. We lent Belgium $483,- 
426,000, and we reduced this 
amount by $291,642,765, or 46 per 
cent. This amounted to a sum 
which exceeds SBelgium’s pre- 
armistice debt by $119,862,765.34. 

Praises Italy’s Stand. 

“We lent Italy $.,150,150,000 and 
we reduced this amount by $1,- 
723,663,533.66, or 75 per cent. We 
lent France $4,230,777,000, and we 
reduced this amount by $2,549,021,- 
313.11, or 62 per cent. This sum 
exceeds the principal of France's 
pre-armistice debt by $579,021,- 
313.11.” 

Dr. Brown said “the candid and 
-loyal manner in which Italy laid 
everything on the table and asked 
us to judge for ourselves of her 
capacity to pay left a deep impres- 
sion on Americans. 

“It is most painful, however,” he 
continued, “to confess in all friend- 
ly candor, that when France sent a 
mission in 1922 to expose her in- 
ability and disinclination to meet 
her obligations we were quite un- 
able to understand a language so 
entirely foreign to Anglo-Saxon 
principles and methods.” 

Dr. George Winfield Scott, for- 
merly professor of international law 
at Columbia University, indorsed 
Dr. Brown's stand, and added that 
the problem today is “how best to 
control the great human forces of 
Europe in the interest of prolonged 
peace” 

Peabody Takes Opposite Stand. 

Frederick W Peabody, managing 
director of the American Associa- 
tion Favoring the Revision of In- 
ter-Allied Debts, took the opposite 
stand He argued that the loans 
were made for our benefit “for the 
persecution of our war That, not. 
being a commercial] investment, the 
money should not be treated as 
such. That against our money con- 
tribution to our allies should be off- 
set the cost to our allies in blood, 
while our fighting for the 15 
months of our war period when our 
armies were inactive on the battle 
front” 

Peabody adduced figures collect- 
ed by E. H. Outerbridge, formerly 
president of the New York State 
Chamber of Commerce, showing 
that in order to pay us $250,000,000 
a year for 62 years our allies would 
have to resort to impossible meas- 
ures 

“They would have to produce a 
profit,” he said, ‘of at least 5 per 
cent upon the annual production of 
$7,000,000000 worth of goods, or 
$434,000,000,0000 in 62 years.”

Calls It More Decisive Than Any 
Single Engagement in the 
World War.

BENNINGTON, Vt., Aug. 17.—A 
letter from President Coolidge in 
which he said that “no single en- 
gagement of the World War was 
more far-reaching jin its -effect” 


than the Battle of Bennington, was 
read at the closing exercises of the 
150th anniversary celebration of 
the battle.

prehend how decisive this battle 
was. * * © OWpon this one battle 
rested the fate of Burgoyne’s army 
and probably of the revolution.® * *

turned back in disaster an invading 
force, let us remember that here 
was exemplified as well that high- 
er courage, that finer bravery 
which lays aside all thought of sel- 
fish advantage or of sectional in- 
terest when American ideals are in 
peril or our institutions threat- 
ened.
